I n Southern California extensive 
use is being made of all-day 
prayer retreats as sources of spirit¬ 
ual illumination and power. The 
results are so satisfying that I am 
now devoting most of my time to 
extended conversations with groups 
of twenty to forty people, as¬ 
sembled for serious consideration 
of the responsibility of being . a 
Christian in such a day as this, 
and in unhurried prayer. 

As a basis of our exploration, we 
are using these fourteen ways Qf 
finding and doing the will of God 
in our time: 

1. Reflect upon the character of 
God. 

2. Saturate your mind with great 
passages from the Bible, especially 
with the doings of Jesus. 

3. Enjoy constant comradeship 
with our living Lord. 

4. Expect guidance from the Holy 
Spirit. 

5. Receive forgiveness and power 
in partaking of Holy Communion. 

6. Be persistent in private pray¬ 
er, family prayer, group prayer, 
and corporate worship 1 in the sanc¬ 
tuary. 

7. Experience human fellowship 
on the highest level. 

8. Mellow your spirit by con¬ 


stant exposure to the power of 
silence, to great music, and to the 
beauty of nature. 

9. Read great books and study 
the experiences of the noblest men 
and women of the race. 

10. Seek understanding of the 
breadth and depth of the will of 
God in all phases of life, especially 
in the areas of special conflict. 

11. Run the risks of doing what 
is right in God’s sight, rather than 
take the consequences of doing 
what we know to be wrong. 

12. Proceed with confidence in 
God, and joyously leave the results 
in his loving hands. 

13. Experience eternal life in the 
midst of time. 

14. Value every hour as of price¬ 
less worth, and make wise use of 
time. 

The division of time used follows 
these patterns: 10 A.M., begin with 
a long-playing record of great 
music; prayer and conversation 
until 12 noon; recess and fellow¬ 
ship until 12:30; luncheon in si¬ 
lence except for great music until 
1:30; session until 3:30; tea and 
fellowship until 4:00; (some groups 
adjourn at 4; 00); session until 5:30; 
recess and fellowship until 6:00; 
supper in silence except for great 
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music until 7:00; session until 9:00 
adjournment. 

An alternate division of time is: 
2:00 P.M., begin with recording of 
great music; prayer and conversa¬ 
tion until 3:30; tea and fellowship 
until 4:00; session until 5:30; re¬ 
cess and fellowship until 6:00; sup¬ 
per in silence except for great 
music until 7:00; session until 9:00 
adjournment 

Some groups meet for an all-day 
retreat on Saturday, some on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon and evening; some 
on Sunday afternoon and evening; 
some women’s groups meet for an 
all-day session on weekdays, with 
husbands coming for supper . and 
evening session. Sometimes it is 
better to meet in a home with a 
large living-room and opportunity 
for quietness. 

In every case several individuals 


of breadth of experience and depth 
of spiritual insight participate in 
the general conversation about the 
deeper issues of life. The discus¬ 
sion ranges from the will of God 
in personal relations to the will of 
God in economics and world affairs. 
Here is a procedure which may 
be used, with little promotion and 
little expense, by a pastor or minis¬ 
ter ical association or a Fellowship 
group, with deep and enduring re¬ 
sults. Experience shows that twen¬ 
ty to forty people in a circle can 
engage in intimate discussion and 
fervent prayer over a period of 
five to seven hours. Fellowship in 
prayer and discussion and action 
is the breath of spiritual life in 
any church where “two or three” 
spend time together in seeking to 
find the will of God and power to 
do it.

From the Minister's Study

Dear Kirby: 

I have received outlines and chapters of the forthcoming 
book, which I've read with a good deal of interest and heartily 
concur in. However, I regret to state that the inevitable has 
happened, or is about to happen, and I have been warned by the 
doctor to take off immediately and to stop all activity. 

I have been going for practically nineteen years, with seven 
years of no vacation at all. This, of course, is foolish, I know 
it, but somehow I have been caught, and do not know what to do. 
Therefore, I am faced with a£ appending health problem, which the 
doctor tells me could very easily result in a coronary if I don't 
stop at once and rest. I asked him if I could go ahead working 
with you and the other ministers on this program, and he said, "No; 
no mental work, thinking, planning, writing, or administrating of 
any kind, so that you will be able to resume your work in October." 
He wants me to get away from here as soon as possible and rest. I 
have been elected as a delegate to the General Council Meeting in 
New Haven, and he is not sure yet whether I should even go to that, 
but he thinks it might be good because it does get me away from 
here. I've also been asked to be a guest of the U. N. for five 
days, from July 2 to July 7, which, I hope, I'll be able to do if 
I get back there. 

In view of all this, I find it necessary to heed the doctor's 
advice, and to refrain from any further work, other than the minimum 
amount necessary to keep things going here, and to spend the next 
three months in getting as much rest as I can, so that I may be 
able to carry on in the fall. He does not promise that I can do 
much in the fall; he said it all depends on what I do in the next 
three months. He's been examining me every week and finds nothing 
acutely wrong, except extreme fatigue, and says that I'm at the age 
where with fatigue and the lowering of resistance, anything can 
happen. Therefore, I think it is wise for me to follow the letter 
of the law as he has laid it down.

My dear Kirby: 


My long stay in the hospital has made it impossible for me to answer 
your communications previous to this. However, I am vitally interest¬ 
ed in this urgent endeavor, as you call it, to gain insight and power 
into the will of God. 

Although I have not been able to attend any of the discussion groups, 
nor have I with too much scrutiny read what printed matter is avail¬ 
able, I am certainly in complete harmony with the idea. I have not 
talked to Russell Clay regarding this matter, but I am wondering if he 
could be used as a leader for such groups in the Pasadena District of 
the Methodist Church. This would seem to be a natural organizational 
unit and would also give me the opportunity as District Superintendent 
of giving support to this type of work. 

Even though I have not been too closely associated with this movement, 

I would like to make one or two suggestions. If they are out of line, 
you can ignore them. 

It is very difficult for Americans to get the idea of acceptance into 
their lives. I sincerely doubt whether we will get very far into 
discovery of the will of God until we first of all commit ourselves to 
His purpose. It seems difficult for us to get beyond giving sanction 
to the will of God, not allowing His plans to operate in our own lives. 
This is so closely associated with the idea of resignation, which word 
is anathema to aggressive go-getters, but a mere reading of the script¬ 
ures that have to do with the Garden of Gethsemane reveal the necessity 
of this position - "liy Father,if it is possible, let this cup pass from 
me; nevertheless, Thy will, not mine, will be done". Once one is con¬ 
vinced that he is in harmony with the purpose of God, then there is an 
access of power vrhich should enable him to take a Christian stand on all 
of the social issues of our day. 

As last Sunday was Pentecost Sunday, I took the time to study what men 
were preaching about. It would seem from a cursory examination of 
church notices that many ministers "did not so much as know that there 
was a Holy Spirit".

Dear Friend: 

We whose names are signed to this letter desire your attention 
for a case we think deserves thoughtful consideration. 

It is the deportation case of David Hyun. David is the son of 
the Reverend Soon Hyun, a Methodist minister who served in Korea and’ Hawaii, 
1905 to 1940. In Hawaii he was under the appointment of Bishop Baker. The 
father is now resident in Los Angeles on a retired basis. David has lived 
in the United States and its territories nearly all of his life. His wife 
and two sons are native-born Americans. He is a successful and well-respected 
architect. 


The situation briefly is this: David has been placed under de¬ 
portation order by the Immigration Service. His case is now under appeal 
to the courts. We are naturally not in a position to deal with the legal 
question. We have no knowledge of the issues at stake there. 

However, facts have come to light which convince us that should 
David be deported to South Korea, not only will his family be broken up, 
but he is likely to suffer physical persecution if not summary execution. 
The enclosed brochure gives authenticated testimony on this point. We 
hope you will examine it carefully. 

Here is the action we propose. Under the McCarran-Walter Act 
the Attorney General of the United States is given authority to change 
the order of deportation if he believes that bodily harm may come to the 
person deported in the country named in the order. A petition is enclosed. 
If you are convinced, as we are by the material in the brochure, we appeal 
to you to sign the petition and return it to the address given at the 
bottom of the page.

International 
Headquarters is located at 58 , Broadwater Down, Tunbridge Wells, 

Kent, England, with groups in various countries financed by men and 
women in those countries. "The objectives of World Goodwill are not 
contrary to any man's religion or ideology or economic convictions 
and are absolutely non-political and non-sectarian. It therefore 
functions freely everywhere across all national boundaries and above 
all racial prejudices, it antagonizes no man because it is entirely 
constructive and leaves every man free. It does not pass judment 
upon or work against any ideology or any government or any established 
religious practice."

The Student YMDA and the Student YWCA sponsor this project in 
order to make available to students a summer experience pro¬ 
foundly concerned with interpreting within the framewark of 
the Christian Faith the economic^ racial, political, and social 
problems of a great industrial city. 


Students secure industrial jobs, work regular hours for pre¬ 
vailing payand enter into the common experience of industrial 
life in a large city. In the orientation weekend and opening 
sessions, students will get acquainted with typical sections 
of the city, visit some of the industries, and learn of the 
work opportunities available. Each student is responsible, 
however, for securing his own employment in a real industrial 
job. The hours spent in looking for a job, in applying, and 
in "pounding the pavement" have proved to be some of the most 
valuable of the summer’s experience. 


Seminars and discussions will be planned in part by a commit¬ 
tee made up of former project participants and then developed 
tythe student program committee and the director. These make 
possible some insight into the problems of industrial workers 
and industrial management. Job satisfaction, security, the 
American standard of living, labor unions, labor-management 
relations, collective bargaining, Christian principles for 
economic life-all these are within the compass of the seminars. 

Cooperative living arrangements are made for the group in the 
vicinity of the University of Southern California. Through 
the "co-op" all share in household duties. In addition to 
spontaneous group recreation, plans have included a concert 
at the Hollywood Bowl, a play at the Greek Theater, days at 
the beach and in the mountains. Experiences of group worship 
are planned by a committee with that responsibility. 

Dr. and Mrs. Paul Eugene Pfuetze will serve as directors of 
the 195U Project. Paul is the head of the Philosophy Depart¬ 
ment at the University of Georgia. Louise is a former Student 
YWCA Secretary and both of the Pfuetzes have had many years 
of close association with the Student YMCA and YWCA Movements, 
They are not strangers to the West Coast having been related 
to student work in the Pacific Southwest Region at the College 
of Pacific and in Pasadena.* They were also Co-Directors of 
the 19U9 Leadership School in Berkeley.

This wee and hurried note is just to call "hello", to let you know we 
are here, and that we are directing the Students-in-Industry project 
for the Stuaent YMCA-YWCA. 

We are thrilled to note that the local sponsoring and arrangement 
committee has already planned an outing for our group at your home 
on Sunday, July 18. 'We would have seen you in any event, but it is 
grand to know that we are permitted to bring the students for an 
all-day visit at your home. 

There are 24 students, from as many universities, and including three 
from other lands—one German, one Turkish, one Hindu. They are a good 
gang, I think, and after living with them for only a few days, we are 
pleased with their promise. They have been seeking employment all 
this week, and after some discouragement, and a few "low" periods, 
they are picking up. Over half now have some employment, and the others 
have some good prospects and are encouraged. Heavy industry is slow 
just now, but there are many other things, especially in small industrial 
plants.

•ill have jobs that will at least pay their expenses and provide the kind 
of learning experiences which the project is planned to provide. 

This letter, then, besides sending you and Alma greetings, is to confirm 
the date of Sunday, July 18 for an all day outing at your home on the 
hill top, and to ask if you have any special plans or suggestions as to 
how/ we might best spend the day. Do you have anything special- on your 
mind and heart these days which you want to share with our students, or 
do you wanb to start with their experiences and help them to interpret 
their insights and learnings? or what?
